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FATAL ACCIDENT TO 

NARBERTH MAN 



Automobile Strikes Tree and 
Death Results in Hospital 



William Humphries, of 225 Wood- 
bine avenue, Narberth, was fatally in- 
jured early on Tuesday morning, when 
the automobile he was driving crashed 
into a tree on City Line, opposite the 
Presbyterian Home. 

Mr. Humphries was returning to 
Narberth, and evidently was blinded 
by an approaching car, which caused 
him to turn from the road. 

He was found semi-conscious sitting 
by the roadside, by his brother-in-law, 
James Scanlan, of Narberth, who hap- 
pened to be traveling over the road 
taken by Humphries, two hours later. 

Scanlan took the injured man to Dr. 
Hoffman's office in Narberth, who 
found that Mr. Humphries was serious- 
ly injured, and took him to the Bryn 
Jlawr Hospital, where Humphries died 
enrly Tuesday morning. 

Mr. Humphries was in the employ 
of James A. Ladd, of Narberth, and 
was well known in this community. 
His death is greatly felt by a large 
number of Narberth's citizens. He 
leav.es a wife and nine children.

Residents of Haverford avenue 
were invited to attend a recent 
meeting of Council to listen to 
a discussion on the resurfacing 
of the roadway, from Narberth 
avenue to Montgomery avenue.
